Ten days i\go Dr. Homes returned to 
his Beucon streot resiili ncf Iro.u liis 
suiiinier home ;it Brvi rlv fiirms. lie- 
lore that time Hi'.Klit >'. i;iiuonis of ua- 
pruvt iiu ut in his couditioM were no. 
and tlu' reinoviil was tlion(/ht advisah e. 
It proved, however, very fatiguiUK an<l 
the doctor did not regaiu his former 
condition. Last PViday a snddod at- 
tack of heart failure se /.e;l him, which 
with the loug staudiug asthmatic 
trouble, prostrated him, but Sunday he 
had apparentlv recovered. After the 
physiciaus had ^ne, however, the doc- 
tor waf seized with a severe spasm, and 
before medical aid could be called, he 
bad passed nway. He was unconscious 
for a short time previooi to his death. 

Around his bedside were gathered the 
members of his family, Judge Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, Jr., the only 
snrvivinir aon; Ifn. Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, Jr., and Edward 
J. Holmes, Deph*^ of the poet. 
Although the poet's death oooured 
shortly after m}ada7, it did oot become 
known nntil a late hour last night. The 
boose was darketred and police guarded 
the «M»imoM to ptvreat tka hovMhold 
from being disturbed. 

Just north of the common in Cambridee, 
Mhm., and oTerlnukintf what is perhaps 
the raoat interestin;; spot historically in 
Massacbusett.'i, stands a curious gambrel 
roofed bouse. It is at least 100 years old. 
It was used by the committee of safety in 
1775, anc Benedict Arnold's first commis 
sion was made out there. Not fur away 
stands the famous el m under which Gtorge 
Washington look command of the Ameri- 
can army. Washington occupied the 
hciiiBe for a time. A little later it became 
the home of Dr. AbielHolmes, historian <>( 
New England, clergyman and author, 
and in it, on the SOth of August, I80», wtts 
Iwm his famous son, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes.

All the hiatorio and patriotic associa- 
tions of the place seemed to have had their 
influenoe on the boy. To the last of bis 
life be was proud of his birthplace, and the 
spirit engendered and so often expressed in 
words and acts there stems to have en- 
tered into the very bone, blood and fiber of 
the genial doctor. When he was but ^0 
years old he sat in an attic room of the 

Sualnted old house and penned his stirring 
nes on the proposed de(>truction of the 
trigau ConaUtation, "Old Ironsides," as 
was afterward thns deserlbed: 
And one who listened to the tale ot shame, 
Whose heart still answered to that saored 
name,

Front yun lone attic ou a summer's morn,

The family was truly noble. It was also 
old, as Hilt'. yiovH in New England. John 
H<iliiiei» wttli-d in Woodstock. Conn., in 
ItiHi. His Kri'ii'l'"'". David, served as a 
captain of liiuisli 1 roups In the Freiii'h 
war ami HUi t^coti in tlic patriot army of the 
Kevolution. His son Al)iel, who was born 
In 17ti;^ and dicU in 1W7, was graduated 
from Yale in lTs:i, .itudieii theoloxy and 
became noted l>oiU as ,t preaclier and a 
writer. His .seet)nd wife w;is it il ini,'lit. r 
of Oliver Wendell, and ol li. r livi- children 
the third was the renuv,ned geniali.->t t-ud 
"Autocrat of tl.e Hreakfast Taltle." 

Except the historian Bancroft no other 
American liad so long a literary career 
anil prohabiy no other had one so uniform 
ly brilliant, for he did admirable work in 
boyhood, and until quite recently it could 
trulv be said of him that.the tire of bis in- 



tellect was not dimmed or liis naluial 
force abated. At ItJ he wrote mu-ical 
liiifs nlowinji with optimism, ami at he 
looki'd upon the world without asperity 
and expii ssi d himself with all the viv.icity 
of yiiut'i. His native constitution arid 
goiid habits pro))ably ha<l most to di; in 
maintaining^ lliis uniform idicerf ulni'^--, 
and from liis earliest years hu brt atlicd an 
intellectual atmospliere. His father w.i-. a 
scholar of unusual attainments, his moth- 
er .i lady ol man) so<'ial attractions, and 
anioiiK his schoolmates were Alfred L>ee, 
tlterwanl lilshop of Delaware, MargaiSt 
Fuller an<l Hicliard Henry Dana. 

While pri'paring for c<plleLCe .it I'hiiiips 
Andover academy he made his lirsl at- 
tempi .It versidc.ition, turning tlie flist 
book of the yEnied into heroic couplets. In 
Ib!i9 he was graduated from llarvard, 
amoiii; his c la-smates beiiiL^ William fl. 
Chaniiiii;^'. henjunun K. Curtis and .lames 
F'lermau Clarke. He was poet of the cLi'S 
at cominencemiMit and was one of the 16 
chosen into the I'lii Meta Kappa society, 
an honor of whii h hp was oroud to the last 
of liis iiie. as apjii ars by many allusions in 
hi^ wr;i 111:;'-, 

His first poem to attract general atten- 
tion was the famous one on the Gonstttilf 

tion, beginning; 

Ay, tear her tatterwl ensi'in doWBl 

Lon;,' has it waved on high, 
Ani! ni.-tny an eye liasdunced tOfOS 

That banner to the sky; 
Beneath it run;,' the battle shout 

And burst the cannon's ro.ir; 
The meteor of the ocean air 
Shall sweep the clouds no more. 
It stirred the popular heart as did the 
"Star Spangled Hanner." The young 
poet's fame became national in a month 
and worlwide soon after. The prjem wjls 
pul)lished in almost every paper in the 
I'nile l Stat' ^ and circulated by thousands 
in haiiilliills. A iinivei —il protest was 
echoed back from every section anil tlie 
l.'<aistiiiition w.'is saved. His sudiii 
won iHipularitv was never once lo-t duriiu' 
the till (iild ye.'irs of literary life whicii tol- 
Ic'Wed, and thou^^li he w.i* often .itt/icked 
for special utterances, the litf ick always 
had in it something of soi roivful tend, r- 
ne.-s. This was all the more remai kable 
because n\ost of the attacks were ua re- 
ligious groundf.

During this year lie 
wrote "Kven.ii;;: By a Tailor,'' ai.d or,ei- 
I)opular pi. c. s of hiinmr, Iheii ileci..ed 
against tue la'.v and went to i'aris as soon 
as he coul.i atuiid it to study medicine. 
In I'aris, it is s.iid, the romance of his 
early life occurred, but for tliis tiiere i- no 
better authority than an e.vn.usite little 
po«?m nomiii lly aiidre^sed to ,i v.umi.ii) 
who wa> kin l to iiim iti a >-.i 'v!:. -s wiid - 
thcr»', and poets are not 1.. Id ;o a 1 te.al 
accountability. After thr;e years abroad 
he published his first vidume of poems in 
l*3t). the most noted productions in it be- 
inn "My Aunt" and "The Last Ijvai." 

In ISiU he was chosen professor of anat- 
omy and physiology .it Dartmuutb, and in 
184(1 married Amelia Lee. daughter of 
Judge Charles Jackson of the supreme 
court of Massachusetts. A son of this 
marriage, Oliver Wendell, .Ir., born March 
8, 1841, made a very honorable record In 
the war for the Union, and has attaineil 
high rank as a Jurist. In I88S he wtus 
made a member of the supreme court of 
Massachusetts, batlag previously pub- 
lished various law works. 

In 1847 Dr. Holmes succeeded Dr. John 
C. Warren as professor of anatomy and 
physiology in the medical school at Har- 
vard and soon after beoame prominent as 
a lyoenm lecturer. Thence, till 1800, his 
larger works appeared in rapid succwsion, 
works on Utstature and medicine alternat- 
ing, for it Is not the leitst ot the enrlous 
faota about this many sided man tbatif 
he had not been a poet, a humorist, a 
novelist and a genial essayist he would 
have ranked high as a medical writer. A« 
it to. few people even know that he was the 
author of six valuable treatises on medl- 
cine and took three priiee for minor medi- 
cal essays. 

The senith ot his power was attained in 
his contributions to The Atlantic Monthly 
for the first three or four years of its e.\ist^ 
ence— 18S7 to 1861. The most popular of 
all his productions, the one which secured 
him the title by which he is best known, 
"The Autocrat of the Breakfast 'I'.ilile." 
appeareil as a serial iu the llrst numbers 
of The Atlantic, ami il.s advent was .in 
ra in literature. Knthusiastic editors de- 
clnred that Dr. Holmes had created a new 
species of literature and opened an inex- 
haustible mine. It we.s compared to "Noc- 
tis Ainbrosiauas" and to many ot her works 
of the kind, .ilways to their dis|i,ii^iL,r 
ment, and in the Xi years since it apjieaied 
in book form it does nr)t appear to have 
lost favor. The Schoolma'am, the Divini- 
ty m udent and the "young fellow called 
John' are still quoted with deliyht by 
millions. 

The "I'rofessor at the Hreakfast T.ible" 
followed. and then " The Professor'- .'stoi y," 
which appeared in book form as ■Kisie 
Veuner: A Taleof Destiny," He continued 
to give the public new works occasionally 
till in 1887, when "Our Hundred Days in 
Europe" appeared. Several of his poems 
have given the public popular phrases of 
almost universal ii.se, such as "the wonder- 
ful one boss shay," for instance. 

Asa poem of occasions, so to speak, Dr 
Holmes has never been surpassed. L'nliku 
nearly all o'her writers, many ot his best 
poems have been written to order, as it 
werSrthat is, for some l ommencemsnt dav 
or festal occadou

Governor Patti.soij and his stall. Major 
Snowden and the cninin.inders of the 
three brigades of the national guard, to- 
gether with the members of their re- 
spective staffs, will attend the fuuei.tl. 
Adjutant Oenerul Ureeuland has issued 
an order, directing live companies, each 
of the Twelfth and Fifth reginu i.ts, 
Hunt's battery of Pittsburg and the 
Sheridan troop, Tyrone, to report to 
him at Bellefonte on Wednesday morn- 
ing to attend tlie obsequies. £eventttu 
gantwill be bred at the state arsenal 
dwiiig the lerTioes. 

Andrew Gregg Curtin was the chief ex- 
ecutive of the Keystone state during t he 
civil war, and becausu his services to Ids 
country were so great then he is chu lly 
kuowu as Pennsylvania's "war Roveriior. ' 
Ilut his puUic services, aside from those 
he rendered dunin; the great contest, vveri» 
of sufficient importance to have given a 
lesser man lasting fame. He «erveil in 
eongress for several years, he represented 
the United States government fur tiiree 
years at the court of the csar of all the 
Kussias, and he was a lawyer of extended 
practice. 

Hewasacatlve of Bellefonte, Pa., and 
was born April 23, 1815. His father, wuo 
was from County Clare, Ireland, estab 
lished one of the first iron manufactories 
in Pennsylvania. Fjom the father the 
young man inherited the robust physique 
ot the County Clare man and a keen per 
ception of humor that stood him iu good 
iitead during bis long and perplexing pub 
lie career. He was educated at the com 
mon schools of liellefonte and the acade- 
my at Milton, and when he bad finished 
the course Of the latter institution two 
professions were open to him — the law an<l 
the ministry. He chose the former, mui 
was admitted to the bar in ISM, He on 
his first case, and quickly built up a good 
praotioe. The law and politics were muc.i 
more oloaely related in thoee days than 
they are now, and it is not snrprisiug thai 
he began to take an active part in public 
affairs while yet a very young man. 

It was during the campaign ot l84t). 
when he was but 95 years of age, that 
youflg Curtin took the stump for William 
Henry Harrison. Fonr years later he wa« 
even more prominent in the canvass tor 
Henry Olay« bis early manhood's political 
idoL In 1U8 and 1868 he waa a Whig 
elecuw. In 1854 he was considered one of 
the leaders ot bis party, and hia nomina- 
tion torgovernor was strongly nrgsd that 
year. Be declined the bonor heoMse Gov- 
ernor Pollock, an old schoolmate^ desired 
a re-electioa and worked for his renomlna 
tion and election with unbounded se.d. 
Pollock was elected, and Cortln became 
his secretary of state. In this poaltlon i,. 
was ex-offlcio superintendent of comm.i.i 
schools, and to this branch td bis duties he 
devoted much thought and careful atten- 
tion. The reforms which he inaugu- 
rated were many and important, and tue 
excellent superintendent system of Penn 
sylvania is a lasting monument to his wis- 
dom and organizing capacity. 

The Kepublican party was at the time 
in its formative state, and Curtin was one 
of its chief si)irits. He waa desirous of se- 
curing the Kepublican nomination for gov- 
ernor in 1800, and backed by Thwldeiis 
Stevens, Galusha A. Grow, Alexander K 
McClure. Jobu W. Forney and Matthew 



Stanley guay, all of them then youii^^ 
men, but strong in the counsels of the 
new party, he won in the convention and 
was elected by a majority ot lfii,UUU votes. 

His first acts after his nomination were 
not put forth, however, in behalf ot bis 
own election, but were turned toward the 
nat oual Hepublican nominating conven- 
tion at Chicago. Everything seemed to 
point to the nomination ot Seward, but 
along with David Dudley Field, Thaddeus 
Stevens, Hofaoe Oreeley, David Wilmot 
and others, Mr. Curtin did not believe 
Seword's nomlnaMon would be likely to 
bring out the entire strength ot the party 
at the polls, and he Joined the other gentle- 
men named in the light for LInooln's nom- 
ination. 

All the world knows ot the sooceas ot the 
movement and ot the exciting national 
canvass that toUowsd. The state contest 
in Pennsylvania closed in Ootober and was 
BO less exalting than the aaltenal oanvass. 
"As gosa Penna7lvaala.aa gees the Union" 
was the cry everywhere. Sir. Cnrtin took 
to the stomp as scon aa he retnmed from 
Chicago, ai)d his labeia were inoessant un- 
til the elcee of the state campaign. The 
victory won then went a long way toward 
Insuring national vtetory In Novem))er, 
and the tact that Mr. Lincoln's majority in 
Pennsylvalna was larger than Curtln's 
bore testimony to the fact that his exer- 
tions were not slaokaBed with bis own 
triumph. 

Governor Curtin was inaugurited .Tan. 
1, IbOl, and was immediately coufronted 
with unprecedented difficulties. It was 
evident that the south would revolt Cnr- 
tin first met Lincoln on Feb. 22 at Harrls- 
burjt. The president-elect was on his way 
to \V;ishin-;ton, and at a private confer- 
ence, at which 'Joveriior ( "in tin was pres- 
ent, the startling news wastohl th.it a plot 
against lancoln's life had been discovered, 
(iovernor Curtin wjis foremost in devising 
the plan for Lincoln's secret journey to the 
national capital tiiat is now in history. Ht 
invited Lincoln to spend tlie night at hi< 
house, and to allay suspicion left the re 
maliider of the iiresidential party at the 
hotel. Insteati of takiiiK ' he president to 
his house, Curtin drove with him to the 
out-kil ts of tlie town, where . I special train 
was in wailing, the tele;,'raph wires having 
previously Ijeen cut to prevent news of Mr. 
Lincoln's movements bei oinin^; public. 

Shortly after his iii,iiiv;uration President 
Lincoln called (iovernor Curtin to Wash- 
Injjton and asked him to recomiize the e.x- 
Isteiice of civil war in a inessnue to the 
Pennsylvania lei;islalure. This Curliii 
did in a doc 'iieut that, considering the 
haste with w x-h it was prepared and all 
the attendan circumstances, must be re- 
garded as one of the strongest of modern 
state papers. Its effect was instantaneous 
—almost magical— .111.1 within 4S h ours the 
state legislai lire had iiuthoriaed the gov- 
ernor to rai-e and eciuip troops for the de- 
fense of the I'nion and had appropriated 
half a milli.'Mi dollars to pay the hills. 

When Lincoln called for 75.000 men, the 
soldiers of Pennsylvania were the first 
state volunteers to reach the national capi- 
tal. Then with wonderful foresight Gov- 
ernor Curtin asked and obtained from the 
legislature power to raise a reserve of not 
less than IS nor more than 80 regiments to 
serve for three years or till the close of the 
war, the forces to be transferred to the 
general government If necessary. An ap- 
propriation of three and a half millions to 
organise and equip theee reserves was 
made, and tbeylwere ready before the ibat- 
tie ot Boll Run. '^bey wers offered to the 
government in time to have taken part in 
that sDgagemeot, but were not accepted. 
They were seat to VTashlngton to d^end 
the eapiul, howe.er. wtaea the Vatoa 
tones were . vi«<4 b«t their existence 
even was <in»'(v « Prttldent Lincoln 
notlltbey before ih« capital. 

Theee tfxir.iipsMb -ed their identity la 
tact naiil the itai ot the war. 

The eontereaee ot the governors at AI- 
toons Sept. 94 tM3, was the result of cor- 
teapondence between Curtin and Governor 
Andrew of Mauaebusetts and personal In- 
terviews between these two and Preslden 
Lincoln. Its outcome waa the famous ad- 
dress indorsing Lincoln's emancipation 
proclamation— a document that undoubt- 
edly bad much to do with the popular sup- 
port that was nltimataly aeeoided to the 
president. 

Throughout the war Governor Cnrtin 
supported Mr. Lincoln's policy unswerv- 
ingly. He left the gubernatorial chair in 
1867 and was shortly afterward mentioned 
for United States senator, but was defeat- 
eil by .Simon Cameron. He was also named 
for vice president in the convention of lstl8, 
but Schuyler Colfax secured the nomina- 
tion. 

.Mr. Curtin worked earnestly for the 
elei tion of (iraiit and Colfa.t that year, 
and was made minister t.o Kussia by the 
presiilent in recognition of his services, 
holdiuK the post for three years and re- 
turning home in \f>Vi. During the nine 
years immediately following Mr. Curtin 
was not in public life. 'I'lieii he was nomi- 
nuted for coii-jress as a Democrat in Ihsi, 
and being elected served for six years. At 
the cloHC of the Forly-niiitli congress he 
retired to his home in Hellefoute, and the 
remainder of his life was devoted entirely 
to boalaeai purs nita.

Pattison issued a proclamation last 
night expressing his profound sorrow 
for the death of ex-Uovernor Curtiu 
and paying a liigh tribute to his pnblio 
service as executive ot the state and in 
the other important positions which ho 
held. Ho invokes for tho Ureavcd 
family of tho ex-govoriior the symi)athy 
of the people of I'eiiii.svl vailia, and or- 
ders all flags on i)ublio buildings to 1)6 
displavi^d at half mast and that several 
departments of tho Ktate Kovernmeiit 
wiibiii executive control be clo.sed ou 
the day uf tho funeral, which will take 
plac« at a o'clock nest Wodneadagr after- 
noon

HitisToi,, Tonn., Oct. 8.— At a few 
niiuutcs past 1 o'clock train No. from 
New York on tho Southern railway, 
juuipctd the track about three miles 
Huuth of this city. The engine fell 
across the track and the express and 
mallear jumped over it, und falling on 
thoir sides, were soon a prey to the 
flumes, which consumed all the train- 
eight ooaohes— with the exception of 
the last PallcAan, which was out loose 
and backed from the train. 

A train with phyaioians from this 
city arrived about an hour after the 
wreck, and iaimediately eat to work to 
relieve the injured. 

The iuiured arc: 

Samuel Smith, engineer, leg broken, 
scalded, buried under the w reeke I train, 
taken out with diflflculty; will probably 
die. 

Will Holmes, flreniau, head cut badly 
lud scalded. 

W. W. Rogers, express incs 
arm broken and head injured.

Many ages ago Ptolemy Epiphenes, 
king of Egypt, paid the arrears of taxes 
and other debts of tho priesthood of 
EKyjit, ,'iud in thanks and to sliow tlieir 
respect for his consideration the priest- 
hood, ataqynodheldiu Memphis, passed 
m decree commemorating it The decree 
was cnt into itone^ as that was the mode 
of preserving a record of historical 
events. This happened about 105 years 
before the Christian era. 

Yon must laifiw that tho Egyptians 
had a diflfcrcnt niodo of writing from 
onrs. They used lueroglyphica or picture 
writing, and thia, after great research, 
has been discovered to be the wxitten in- 
terpretation of Bonndt. 

Tliat a record of Eijiphenes' deed 
might not be lost the Egyptians had tlio 
decree written in three different lan- 
guages, the hieroglyphic, the demotic 
and the Ghfeek TUa was done as a pre- 
cantion, because, as the conntiy hod 
many dialects, a language once in nse 
was likely fo die out in time. So I'y 
making tliis triliiigt al copy of the event, 
car}) a translatiun of the Other, it Wafi 
likely to Iw preserved. 

Years passed, and the dust of ages 
buried from view the stone that was des- 
tined to play so important a part in 
throwing a light niion tlie shadowy con- 
ceptions of modern thinkers regarding 
the ji.'ist life uiid maiuMn and enstoms 
of the Egyptians. 

Thto is tho origin of the Rosetta stone, 
tmt no one in the modem world knew of 
its existence until the time of MHwleon. 
He carried his conquering arms all over 
Europe, and not content with hto viO" 
torios there he invaded Egyjit, where he 
fought tho brilliant Egyptiiuj campaign. 

While stationed near R<)8e'tta,in lower 
Egypt, some of the soldiers with thi; 
Frencdi engineer, M. Bonssard, fonnd, 
while excavating in the historical soil, 
a block of stone of black basalt, about 
.'1 ' o fi t t in length and a little more than 
2 j 3 feet in width. On it they saw strange 
and unintelligible wirting or dravNings. 
It was the Rosetta stone, so called from 
the name of the place where it was 
fonnd, but they did not dream how pre- 
cious their discovery would prove. 

And it was not until about 15 years 
had pa.'^scd that even one word was 
translatrd. Dr. Young in 1810 made 
out the word Ptolemy, and he it was 
who discovered that the writing was 
phonetic and not ideographic^ as had 
been supposed. But the key had not yet 
done its work, for, like Aladdin and his 
lamp, the talism:m had not yet been 
conquered. 

Dr. Young, continuing his research, 
deciphered the word Berenice among 
the pictorial writings of the frescoes at 
Kamak. But it to to Ohampolion that 
most of the credit is due, for ho contin- 
ued tho research unremittingly, luid 
finally his luhnrs were cro\\'ned with vic- 
tory. The translation of tho Rosetta 
btono was completed — that is to say, so 
far as the stone itself to complete, for 
one part of it is broken off. 

It was not an easy task to conquer, 
but one well worth the attempt, and 
honor will cvef redound low.? :acn tli.-it 
undertook and succeeded in opening up 
the broad field of the literature of tho 
east, the field that glows with glorious 
deeds and vast aobievementa, and that 
for ages baffled Hm wlMSi— Fhiladel- 
piha Times.

Wasrinotom, Oo*. 8.— Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyiiian of the Marine hospital 
service, Jkus just returned from Monti oal, 
where ho h;is been for a week attending 
the meeting of the American Health as- 
sociiition, an organization representing 
the sanitary, health and quarantine de- 
partments of the United States, the Do- 
minion of Canada, Mexico and the Cen- 
tral Americiui states. Mr. Wymau par- 
ticipated in the exhaustive discussion on 
various sanitary subjects uud contrib- 
uted a paper on the prevention of the 
spread of yellow fever. 

The subject of quarantine system 
came up for discussion in conuectiou 
with a trip that was «iade to the Cana- 
dian quarantine ut Cjuebec^ocated on 
an island in the river below the city. It 
to equipped with all the modern appli- 
ances, aud the disinfecting they do 
there, Mr. Wyman says, operates as a 
safeguard to the United States. During 
the summer time all the immigrants en- 
tering Canada go up the St. Lawrence, 
aud many of t n sse, being bound for the 
United States, are oompMled to pass the 
Quebec quarantine. 

Last ysar, on aooount of the prera- 
lanee of obfllara In Barope and the strict 
measures inaugurated by thto govern- 
ment to keep it away ffeom onr shores, 
the Dominion government, at the re- 
quest of Dr. Wyman, disinfected the 
baggage of all immigrants. 

This year they otoinfected the bag- 
gage from all suspected and infected 
lixNUities, therebv adding much to the 
effectiveness of the precwitloM takan by 
our marine hospital serrloa.
